(b) A general obligation of Washington State University or of the5

board;6

(2) Shall be7

(a) Either registered or in coupon form; and8

(b) Issued in denominations of not less than one hundred dollars;9

and10

(c) Fully negotiable instruments under the laws of this state; and11

(d) Signed on behalf of the university by the president of the12

board, attested by the secretary or the treasurer of the board, have13

the seal of the university impressed thereon or a facsimile of such14

seal printed or lithographed in the bottom border thereof, and the15

coupons attached thereto shall be signed with the facsimile signatures16

of such president and secretary;17

(3) Shall state18

(a) The date of issue; and19

(b) The series of the issue and be consecutively numbered within20

the series; and21

(c) That the bond is payable both principal and interest solely out22

of the bond retirement fund;23

(4) Each series of bonds shall bear interest, payable either24

annually or semiannually, as the board may determine;25

(5) Shall be payable both principal and interest out of the bond26

retirement fund;27

(6) Shall be payable at such times over a period of not to exceed28

forty years from date of issuance, at such place or places, and with29

such reserved rights of prior redemption, as the board may prescribe;30

(7) Shall be sold in such manner and at such price as the board may31

prescribe;32

(8) Shall be issued under and subject to such terms, conditions and33

covenants providing for the payment of the principal thereof and34

interest thereon and such other terms, conditions, covenants and35

protective provisions safeguarding such payment, not inconsistent with36

RCW 28B.30.700 through 28B.30.780, and as found to be necessary by the37

board for the most advantageous sale thereof, which may include but not38

be limited to:39
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(a) A covenant that the building fees shall be established,1

maintained and collected in such amounts that will provide money2

sufficient to pay the principal of and interest on all bonds payable3

out of the bond retirement account, to set aside and maintain the4

reserves required to secure the payment of such principal and interest,5

and to maintain any coverage which may be required over such principal6

and interest;7

(b) A covenant that a reserve account shall be created in the bond8

retirement fund to secure the payment of the principal of and interest9

on all bonds issued and a provision made that certain amounts be set10

aside and maintained therein;11

(c) A covenant that sufficient moneys may be transferred from the12

Washington State University building account to the bond retirement13

account when ordered by the board of regents in the event there is ever14

an insufficient amount of money in the bond retirement account to pay15

any installment of interest or principal and interest coming due on the16

bonds or any of them;17

(d) A covenant fixing conditions under which bonds on a parity with18

any bonds outstanding may be issued.19

The proceeds of the sale of all bonds shall be deposited in the20

state treasury to the credit of the Washington State University21

building account and shall be used solely for paying the costs of the22

projects. The Washington State University building account shall be23

credited with the investment income derived pursuant to RCW 43.84.08024

on the investible balances of scientific permanent fund and25

agricultural permanent fund, less the allocation to the state26

treasurer’s service ((account [fund])) fund pursuant to RCW 43.08.190.27

During the 2001-2003 fiscal biennium, the legislature may transfer from28

the Washington State University building account to the state general29

fund such amounts as reflect the excess fund balance of the account.30

Sec. 303. RCW 28B.50.360 and 2000 c 65 s 1 are each amended to31

read as follows:32

Within thirty-five days from the date of start of each quarter all33

collected building fees of each such community and technical college34

shall be paid into the state treasury, and shall be credited as35

follows:36

(1) On or before June 30th of each year the college board if37

issuing bonds payable out of building fees shall certify to the state38
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treasurer the amounts required in the ensuing twelve-month period to1

pay and secure the payment of the principal of and interest on such2

bonds. The state treasurer shall thereupon deposit the amounts so3

certified in the community and technical college capital projects4

account. Such amounts of the funds deposited in the community and5

technical college capital projects account as are necessary to pay and6

secure the payment of the principal of and interest on the building7

bonds issued by the college board as authorized by this chapter shall8

be exclusively devoted to that purpose. If in any twelve-month period9

it shall appear that the amount certified by the college board is10

insufficient to pay and secure the payment of the principal of and11

interest on the outstanding building bonds, the state treasurer shall12

notify the college board and such board shall adjust its certificate so13

that all requirements of moneys to pay and secure the payment of the14

principal and interest on all such bonds then outstanding shall be15

fully met at all times.16

(2) The community and technical college capital projects account is17

hereby created in the state treasury. The sums deposited in the18

capital projects account shall be appropriated and expended exclusively19

to pay and secure the payment of the principal of and interest on bonds20

payable out of the building fees and for the construction,21

reconstruction, erection, equipping, maintenance, demolition and major22

alteration of buildings and other capital assets owned by the state23

board for community and technical colleges in the name of the state of24

Washington, and the acquisition of sites, rights-of-way, easements,25

improvements or appurtenances in relation thereto, and for the payment26

of principal of and interest on any bonds issued for such purposes.27

NEW SECTION. Sec. 304. In order to coordinate 2003-2005 capital31

budget requests with the joint legislative audit and review committee’s32

study of higher education facility preservation, each higher education33

baccalaureate institution and the state board for community and34

technical colleges shall report the following information to the joint35

legislative audit and review committee, the office of financial36

management, and the higher education coordinating board by the37

following dates:38
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(1) By May 1, 2002, a list of all facility renovation and1

replacement projects for which the baccalaureate institution or state2

board for community and technical colleges anticipates requesting over3

five million dollars will be requested in the first six years of the4

2003-2013 ten year capital plan; and5

(2) By July 1, 2002, planning, justification, and budget6

information for each listed project, including completed predesigns for7

2003-2005 projects.8

NEW SECTION. Sec. 305. (1) The public works board shall provide9

a follow-up to its 1998 infrastructure needs assessment by reevaluating10

existing infrastructure financing sources available for local11

government infrastructure needs, as currently authorized by the state.12

(2) The evaluation shall include a listing, description, and the13

extent of utilization of all state authorized financing options. The14

evaluation shall also determine how these sources could be used more15

effectively, and recommend legislation necessary to make the sources16

more usable.17

(3) The public works board shall work in cooperation with the18

legislative evaluation and accountability program, the municipal19

research council, and house of representatives and senate fiscal20

committees, as deemed appropriate. The public works board may also21

utilize state agencies, community officials, private business22

organizations, labor organizations, and other entities as appropriate23

in conducting the evaluation.24

(4) The public works board shall report its findings to the house25

of representatives capital budget committee and the senate ways and26

means committee by December 1, 2002.27

NEW SECTION. Sec. 306. (1) A joint select committee on capitol28

historic district governance is established. The joint select29

committee, in consultation with the state capitol committee and the30

department of general administration, shall conduct a study to assess,31

at a minimum, the feasibility of: (a) Creating a separate entity to32

oversee the future maintenance and preservation needs of the state33

legislative building, the John A. Cherberg building, the John L.34

O’Brien building, the Newhouse building, and the Pritchard building;35

(b) an organizational structure for this entity; and (c) a36

recommendation of funding needed for the creation and on-going37
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operation of this entity with consideration given to the necessary and1

unique preservation requirements for continued maintenance of these2

historical buildings.3

(2) The joint select committee consists of two members selected by4

the speaker of the house of representatives, one from each major5

caucus, and two members selected by the president of the senate, one6

from each major caucus. The committee shall be staffed by the house of7

representatives office of program research and senate committee8

services.9

(3) The committee shall report its findings and recommendations to10

the legislature by December 1, 2002.11

NEW SECTION. Sec. 307. If any provision of this act or its12

application to any person or circumstance is held invalid, the13

remainder of the act or the application of the provision to other14

persons or circumstances is not affected.15

NEW SECTION. Sec. 308. This act is necessary for the immediate16

preservation of the public peace, health, or safety, or support of the17

state government and its existing public institutions, and takes effect18

immediately.19
